Campaign of the county labor
coordinating bureau asking ém-
ployers of labor in Torrance
and other sections of the county
to give preference to bona fide
residents of the county when-
ever there are vacancies is to be
presented-to-local-civic and com:-
mercial  organizations ° shortly
for endorsement.
W. R. Michener, director of
the bureau, reported today that
a total of 1492 persons regis-
tered with the bureau were placed
in jobs during June, a new high
mark for the three and one-half
years - of its existence. This is
an increase of some 1000 per
cent over the 139 persons for
whom jobs were found in Janu-
ary of 1934, when the bureau]
was first established. |
Endorsed by C. of C.
This number of placements is
xclusive of any that have been
made_by branches of the bureau
scattered throughout the county,
except in cases where it was nec-
essary for the branch to enlist
the services of the central of-
flce in obtaining a qualified ap-
plicant to fill a position. Of the
placements made during June,
306 were women and 1186° were
men,
The “home Jobs for home
people” campaign has received
the endorsement of the Los An-
geles chamber of commerce ,and
is expected to be endorsed by
every civic and commercial or-
ganization in the county.

All unemployable indigents in
this community who are ficw on
county: relief rolls would be
placed in county institutions if
a proposal of Supervisor Leland
M. Ford is adopted as a policy
he board of shpervisors and
ordered into effect throughout
the county: . !
Ford made the proposal in an
effort to curb the influx of indi-
gents from other states and for-
cign: countries into the-county;
stating he had figures to show
that Los Angeles county now
is caring for indigents from
other countles in this state aund
17 ather states. Savings would
be effected, Ford said, by elim-
inating use of county-owned cars
to visit the cases, services of
visitors, in the bureau of wel-
fare, and a large amount of
bookkeeping.

Other supervisors saw in the
move a powerful deterrent for
needy  persons because they
would be looked upon practically
as residents of the county pour
farm. It would require addi-
tional faciiities that are not now
available at the Rancho Los

Amigos, however, it was con-
ceded.

Supervisor H, C. Legg said
he was informed it cost the

county 25 percent more to keep
county charges at the Rancho
than it did to keep them In their
own homes. There is no addi-
tional institutional space avail-
able and _he feared a_bullding
program would be required.

Protesting that the entry of
putside used car dealers is ‘‘un-
fair" to them and demanding
that the city raise ifs license
fee to $200 per year for firms
dealing _exclusively in the sale
of used cars, six local automo-
bile agencies petitioned the city
council Tuesday afternoon for
immediate action.

“We understand at the pres-
ent time there are three inde-
pendent used car dealers who
are - contemplating coming here
with their used cars,” the letter
stated and continued that the
local firms, considered- “the sit-
uation to be very serious.”” The
letter was signed by Allen Paull,
Ed Thompson, L. James Jenk-
ins, Arthur Mullin, Schultz &
Peckham and Slattery & Walsh.

City Attorney C. T. Rippy
said that the city could charge
any license fee depending on
“seasonal business” and make
the fee higher for business which
seeks entry in Torrance at peak
seasons. _ However, the city can-
not discriminate, _he —held;—be-
tween resident and non-resident
firms in that regard. The prob-
lem and the car dealers’ letter
was given to the Ordinance com-
mittee and. attorney for a rec-
ommendation at the next meet-
ing, which will be Tuesday eve-
ning, July 27.
